8) (Currently Amended) The pigment composition according to at l oast one of 
cla i ms 1 to 7 claim 1 , wherein &-the pigment composition is a solid solution or mixed 
crystal.

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13) (New) The pigmented macromolecular organic material of natural or synthetic 
origin, wherein the macromolecular organic material is selected from the group 
consisting of plastics, resins, coatings, paints, electrophotographic toners, 
electrophotographic developers, electret materials, color filters, inks, printing inks, 
ink jet inks, and seed. 
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
